A universal problem 


Shalom Aleichem 

On Sunday, Oct. 10, at 3 
p.m., People for Israel and the 
Young People’s Socialist League, 
in cooperation with the Jewish 
Federation of Sacramento and 
other community organizations, 
will hold a rally on the West 
Capitol steps to protest the 
treatment of Jews in the Soviet 
Union. We would very much 
appreciate the participation of 
your people in this event 

In light of our ideological 
rivalry (albeit friendly) on the 
situation in the Middle East, let 
me explain that the problem of 
Soviet Jews in not a problem of 
a political nature, nor is it a 
reflection of the problems 
between Israelis and Arabs. This 
is a problem of grave human 
dimensions that involves the 
cultural, political, and physical 
genocide of a religious and 








national minority. Nor is this 
problem one of our fabrication. 
Bayard Rustin of the Urban 
League, a Black organization not 


at all sympathetic to the 
aspirations of Z'»>nism, was 
recently expelle’ from the 


Soviet Union for his attempts to 
investigate the Jewish situation 
there. His reports indicate a very 
dire situation. These people have 
no recourse to action, either 


through their government or 
through international 
organizations. They live in 


constant fear of their lives. Their 
only hope lies in _ the 
international community 
convincing the Soviet Union to 
allow those who so desire to 


emigrate as is guaranteed in the 
Human Rights Charter of the 
United Nations, and in finding 
refuge for these people. (Last 
month, the State Department 
refused permission to settle 
30,000 Soviet Jewish refugees in 
the United States.) 


Your organization has 
indicated its desire to live 
together in peace with the Jews 
in the Middle East. This then 
requires proof of your intentions 
by showing your concern about 
the problems of your Jewish 
neighbors as much as it obligates 
the Jews to be concerned with 
the problems of the Arabs and 
the Palestinians. However, unlike 
a very complex Middle East 
problem, there can be no 


question about .he right of a 
Soviet Jew to choose a different 
life style elsewhere or to practice 
Judaism in the Soviet Union if 
he so desires. Your orientation 
towards social justice demands 
your positive response on this 
issue. Anything less will indicate 
4 grave insincerity of your 
political and moral convictions, 
and indicate an unwillingness to 
cooperate with your Jewish 
brethren on issues that are of 
common concern.

STOP AT TWO

Zero Population Growth, a 
nationwide outgrowth of Dr 
Paul R. (‘Population Bomb”) 
Ehrlich’s ‘‘stop at two’”’ 
philosophy for equating the 
birth rates, is not without a 
contingent at SSC. 

The group’s most important 
activity this year has been to 
co-sponsor a Family Planning 
Service with the Student Health 
Center. Every Thursday 
throughout the semester there 
will be a lecture on birth control 
methods at 7 p.m. and a rap 
session on sexuality at 7:30 p.m 
Both sessions are open to all 
students. At the opening session 
last Thursday, the Health Center 
foyer was packed with some 27 
participants 


Despite a previous decision to 
sexually segregate the rap 
sessions, Thursday night's 
meeting was integrated 
However, Dick Campbell, ZPG 
president at SSC, defends sexual 
segregation claiming that giris 
might feel “‘a little stand-offish.” 
He continued, “They wouldn't 
want to get too involved because 
there’s a guy sitting next to 
them with his girlfriend,” but 
added that they will ™ try ittor 
awhile to see how it works.” 

If student response continues 
as good as it was last Thursday, 
Campbell has high hopes for 
expansion. “I can see in the 
future, how we can expand this 
out maybe a couple of nights a 


weck.” Campbell also anticipates 
expanding on Monday and 
Tuesday nights for problem 
pregnancy counseling 

Campbell went on to explain 
that problem pregnancy 
counseling would entail “on the 
spot” pregnancy test. If the test 
is positive the woman will be 
advised of her options: having 
the child and keeping it; giving it 
up for adoption; or possibly 
getting an abortion 

ZPG’s plans for the semester, 
above and beyond the Family 
Pianning Service, are “generating 
more membership and 
continuing our grass roots 
movement,”’ explains Campbell 
ZPG will have its first meeting of 
the year tomorrow night at 7:30 
p.m. in Science 218. All current 
and prospective members are 
urged to attend this meeting 
which is open to the entire 
student body. All ZPG members 
are expected to actively 
participate in one of the five 
standing committees: fund 
raising, publicity, speakers, and

Student tutors needed

What would 
you do?

If you were in charge of the 
food service facilities at 
Sacramento State College what 
would you do? If you had to 
manage three cafeterias for the 
general student body and faculty 
what would you improve? If you 
had to feed 592 dorm students 
breakfast, lunch and clinner at 
the same time where would you 
put everybody? 

Relax . . . it’s Ralph Romig'’s 
job now and he’s willing and 
able to tackle these problems as 
SSC’s new food service director. 
Romig, a middle-aged gentleman 
with curling gray hair and black 
frame glasses, began his new job 
on July 1, replacing Thelma 
Greer. He came from Utah State 
College, where he served as food 
service director for six years. He 
vapplied for the job at SSC, 
which is twice the size of Utah, 
vecause he felt it would be a 
challenge to help change the 
facilities here. His salary is no 
different. 

“You must like people to be 
in food services,” says Romig 
ind he apparently must, since he 
eft a 20 year old prosperous 
sufe business to come work with 
students and kitchen employees. 
Romig eats 70% of his meals 
with the students and helps

curriculum due to the lingual 
and prejudicial barriers he 
encounters, it ‘s felt that the 
chicanito often requires special 
motiviation to become involved 
in the educational experience. 
The Mexican American Youth 
Science Project is designed to 
provide that motivation 


Since the project's creation in 
1969, it has been success fully 
reaching the Mexican American 
youth. By providing the 
chicanito with an atmosphere 
where learning and involvement 
are stressed rather than 
competition, the project has 
been very successful in building 
self-confidence in the children 


Along with newly found 
self-confidence, the chicanito 
develops vital problem solving 
skills and the ability to verbalize 
whatever problems he may have, 
an important attribute for every 
child to acquire. As the 
chicanito progresses, he learns 
that the student instructor is 
there only to help him, thus any 
fear the child may have had of 
the instructor dissipates with 
experience. 


In order to more closely 
interest the child in the field of 
science, the program consists of 
active participation and 


What is the main complaint of 
the cafeteria customers’ Not 
eno.igh room and facilities is 
increasingly becoming the 
popular cry.

There are no 
other available rooms in the 
food service building to extend 
into eating room, so. th 
crowded conditions in th:

Another complaiit is the 
prices of cafeteria food. Romig 
defends the cafeterias by 
pointing out that food prices 
have not been raised since 1969 
despite the increasing cost of 
food or labor. SSC and San 
Francisco State are the only two 


observation in scientific events 
rather than a static, lecturing 
type of approach.

state colleges that have a union 
for the food service employees 
and as a result they are paid 
higher. Since the Hornet 
Foundation is labeled a 
“nonprofit organization”, the 
food service is allowed to make 
no more that 5% profit. Last 
year the food service was $4,500 
in the red and must make up this 
loss although Romig does not 
expect to raise any food prices 
to do it. 

The quelity of food is also an 
area that Romig is striving to 
improve. He arranged a 
“sandwich bar” in the large 
cafeteria where customers can 
order the kind of sandwich they 
want and in the future he would 
like to see a bar just for Mexican 
food. Catering or supplying food 
for large groups is another area 
he would like to see happen at 
SSC. Banquets, luncheons or 
picnics could be arranged for 
student activities 

Basic lly Romig’s aims are “to 
improve the food _ service 
situation and serve the faculty 
and students as best as possible.” 
If you have other complaints or 
suggestions concerning the food 
at SSC do yourself and others a 
favor, talk to Romig in his office 
in the fuculty ¢ining room.

Jackie Stewart of Scotland is the 1971 World 
Champion! With the running of the Austrian 
Grand Prix on August 15, Stewart clinched his 
second Formula | world’s title. 

Stewart began racing in 1960. By 1964, the 
32-year old Scotsman completely dominated 
European Formula 3 racing with 28 victories in a 
Cooper. Appreciated as a rising star, Jackie joined 
the British BRM team for Formula | in 1965 and 
swiftly demonstrated the style and finesse which 
are his trademarks, by winning the Italian Grand 
Prix in his rookie year. 

Stardom followed with more successes and in 
1968 Stewart came “within an ace” of winning the 
worlds highest racing honor, winning three events 
including the United States Grand Prix in his 
attempt. He put it all together in 1969, when the 
combination of the French Matra GP car, team 
mentor Ken Tyrell and Stewart handily won the 
championship, roaring into victory circle six times 
in 11 races 

In the seat of Eric Broadley’s latest Can-Am 
creation, the Lola T-260, Jackie Stewart has again 
shown his awesome ability to take a totally new 
and untried race car and do amazing things behind 
the wheel. 

He is currently in fourth place in the Can-Am 
series point standings with 61, and would 
definitely be closer to the crown if such things as 
flat tires hadn’t plagued the 494 cubic inch 
Chevy-powered entry. In the last Can-Am meeting 
at Edmonton on September 26, Jackie led for 66 
of the 80 lap event, only to suffer suspension 
problems that sent him spinning twice off the 
rain-slicked circuit. He still finished in second
